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Antloch Community High School 
Is in the black and intends to stay 
that way, A. L. Dittman,. superin- 
tendent, said at a luncheon last 
Friday. 

Diltman was host at a luncheon 
at Antloch High School in which 
he made a report on the present 
condition of the school and what 
the future holds. 

i He pointed out that the school 

was in the red when he took over 

"as super lntnedcnt in .1052 but by 

.1956 the black figures started 

showing. ■■■'•'.. 

"The/operation has been in the 
black without borrowing or issu- 
ing anticipation warrants for. the 
past 12 years," ho said. 

Diltman credited the board 
and the administration with look- 
ing at the financial picture and 
developing budgets with fiscal re- 
sponsibility, as the reason for the 
economic brightness of the dis- 
trict. 

. He told those assembled that 
the General Assembly and the 
residents of the district have also 
keen a big help. in. keeping the red 
out of the books. 

In detailing the years of his ad- 
ministration, Ditlman sold the 
board called for a referendum In 
1058 and the people responded by 
granting a 10 cent hike in the ed- 
ucational rate from 65 cents to 
,75 cents. 

The legislature came to the aid 
of the district in 1064 when it 
mado it "possible for districts to 
increase their educational rate by 
cents to 04 cents, and then In 



1067 hiked it to oo cents. 
■Diltman explained that tax 
disbursements- and incomes from 
other sources have been coming 
in regularly from the county 
treasurer's office and funds not 
needed have been put into an in- 
vestment; program, -mainly O. Si 
treasury bills and certificates of 
deposits. 

*;As a result of this program," 
he said, "the district has, through 
June 30, 1067, accumulated $65,091 
hi interest. ■ ' 

He pointed out that In the cur- 
riculum portion of the district', a 
diversified occupation program is 
being expanded. 

Students take academic work' 
in school and go out Into industry 
and business for part of the day. 
The. program, he said, is meeting 
the need of a very important seg- 
ment of the school body. 

Antloch High School, through 
this expansion, Is sending more 
students to the Vocational Cen- 
ter at Waukegan than any of the 
other 14 high schools In the 
county. f - ■■ ■ 

"We were In oh the pilot pro- 
gram when it first started," he 
explained. "The board has grad- 
ually expanded the program and 
in the coming year we expect to 
have 25 students involved * in "the 
program for juniors and seniors 
for a period of two years. 

"Students who are not quite 
academically qualified -to go into 
the work' project program, and 
who might be potential drop-outs, 
will "now be able. to go into* the 



work project program. 

He also explained that Antloch 
is a charter member as a coop- 
erating school in the Special Edu- 
cation program for Lake County; 

"We now have a class going," 
he said, "for students from three 
high schools who are educablc; 
but mentally handicapped." 

He explained that in the voca- 
tional area the -district offers .bus- 
iness economics, home economics 
and industrial arts. 
, "Audio, visual and instructional 
materials arc excellent,' 'he said, 
"and the counseling department is 
staffed with four counselors for 
1,060 students." 

In a look at the future, Dilt- 
man said the district needs more 
space to properly educate the 
young people so that they can 
take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties they need in modern society. 

"There were 1,200 students in- 
volved In summer programs last 
year," ho said. "Summer school 
is no longer the place for dum- 
mies to go but for students to ob- 
tain an enrichment in their edu- 
cation." 

Ditlman said the student popu- 
lation has increased at a rate of 
50 to 75 students per year. There 
arc presently 1,140 students en- 
rolled -for— thc-Scptombcr, - 1008 
classes and it Is anticipated that 
enrollment will probably be 
around 1,170. 

The maximum capacity of ACHS 
is considered to be 1,100. 

But with the rapid growth of 
the community, we must look 
ahead," he sold, "because even if 



a bond issue were voted on this 
fall and passed, It would take at 
least two years to complete the 
building project," 

Ditlman said the auditorium is 
now bolng used for some classes 
and the gyms arc too. small for 
the physical, education program 
demanded by the government. 

"We do not need gyms as glori- 
fied, large arenas for spectator 
sports," he said, "but to carry 
on the required physical educa- 
tion program." 

Ditlman pointed out that the in-

The recent U. S. Supreme Court 
ruling that local governing bodies 
must conform to the "one man, 
one vole" rule could open a "can 
or .worms" according to some of 
the members of the Lake County. 
Board of Supervisors. 

The ruling" is expected to force 
the realignment of city words in 
those communities with alder- 
manic form of govcrnment~and 
will almost certainly mean some 
realignment on the county board. 

The change could even reach 
Into appointive taxing bodies such 
as drainage' districts and sanitary 
districts where- ^ the governing 
trustees ore appointed by_ the. 
Circuit Court judge, according to 
West -.becrficld Supervisor Bruce 
Frost following a recent meeting 
of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly's special committee on* local 
.government problems. 

Supervisor Frost pointed out 
that trustees for special districts 
arc appointed by judges who are 
virtually assured of tenure and 
.that therefore the people have no 
way to, unseat the trustees. 

Virtually any local taxing body 
will be subject to challenge under 
the broadest interpretation of the 
new Supreme Court decision.

The over-active thyroid, on. the 
other: hand, can be slowed by the 
number of chemical substances. 
Newest of these include, radio- 
active iodine and other radio- 
active elements, administered 
either . through an oral "radio- 
active cocktail" ov t by radiation 
treatments. 

In classic and severe cases, 
both over and under-active thy- 
roid conditions arc easily diag- 
nosed and treated. Mild cases, 
however, are harder to detect. 
In most cases, the patient thinks 
he's just . "built that way" and 
never' reports symptoms to the 
doctor* ; r : ; ;

Willi simple tostSi he can deter- 
rriine if your thyroid is at fault— 
and administer proper'medicatioh 
to regulate your body's "speed- 
ometer."

ILLINOIS LAW DOES NOT PRO- 
TECT NEWSPAPERMAN'S 
REFUSAL TO DISCLOSE HIS ■ 
CONFIDENTIAL SOURCES 

The newspaperman ih Illinois 
who declines in court lo reveal the 
identity of his confidential. inform- 
ants may , expect to spend some 
time in jail, pay a fine, or both. 
"According lo the -Illinois Slate 
Bar Association, the journalist 
does not enjoy Jho immunity 
against disclosure of confidences 
possessed under Ihe law by Ihe 
clergyman, doctor, psychiatrist, 
and lawyer. 

As it applies (o the 'latter pro- 
fessions, the law says they need 
not testify lo confessions, admis- 
sions and other confidential infor- 
mation received in. the course of 
(heir ordinary ministrations to 
the penitent, patient, or clients. 

Were it otherwise, the law rea- 
sons, the function of these profes- 
sions would be nullified. The 
good offices of the spiritual ad- 
viser would be compromised. 
The patient would not give his 
doctor information he needs to 
accurately diagnose a disease or 
other ailments. The client would 
not teli his lawyer all he needed 
to know to properly conduct a 
case. s. 

While the issue has not come be- 
fore the Illinois Supreme Court, 
the ISBA observed, there is no 
law under which a judge or other 
duly authorized investigatory body 
could excuse the newsman who 
might refuse to identify his conr 
fidential sources of information. 
A court of law, or board of in- 
quiry, could hold the newsman in 
contempt if it felt the information 
was essential, or even pertinent, 
to its search for the facts. 

Ah example of what could" hap- 
pen in Illinois occurred in Ore- 
gon when a college newspaper 
editor refused a court order to 
identify those who gave informa- 
tion for a story about marijuana 
smoking on the campus. She had 
promised anonymity to her infor- 
mants, who were marijuana us- 
ers and' whose disclosure could 
expose them" to' prosecution. She 
was fined §300 on the 'contempt 
charge. 

On the other hand, some states 
do take the position that what is 
true for the lawyer or clergy- 
man also is true for the news- 
paperman. Twelve states protect 
the reporter against disclosure of 
his sources on the ground that he 
performs a certain "watch-dog" 
role in society, and that informa- 
tion in the public interest might 
not be' forthcoming without assur- 
ances of anonymity, whether as a 
protection from prosecution,- from 
reprisals or whatever .the reason.
